There was a larne audience prenent 
a t the First Presby terian church on 
.Sunday 
cuornlnn, when the pastor 
took for his subject tlie Bible, God's 
word. The reverend vcntlem a n was 
listened to with the deepest a ttention 
as he traced the history of the nations 
of the ea rth, showlnif how those who 
ca st aside the Bible,the liook of books, 
were cursed In consequence of the 
action, and becani , In a marked de- 
tfree, debased and deg raded, while 
those who builded upon the Bible, 
bullded upon the Rock—upon an ever­ 
la sting and absolutely secure founda­ 
tion, and were blessed and prospered 
upon 
every 
hand. 
The speaker 
pointed to educational advantag es, 
and 
showed 
how, hv indisputable 
sta tistics, those nations which advo­ 
cated the Bible and Its use. reached 
a hig h and envia ble percentag e from 
an educational standpoint. Referring 
to the reading of the Bible In the 
public schools of East LivertKsil. the 
reverend g entlem a n cited an instance 
n his own life, the pith of which we 
g ive In the following quotation:

Im m edia tely after this epi­ 
sode, three directors of the school 
waited upon me, and the spokesman 
of the party , after beating aVxtut the 
bush considerably , sta ted tha t the 
reading of the Bible t<K» k up too much 
tim e, and tha t I must discontinue 
the

of 
the 
blessed 
book.

tha t 
Uiev 
were

authority , 
hut 
tha t In 
this particular 1 had hig her authority ; 
tha t I would quit teaching tha t even 
Ing , or continue to teach for them un 
til they secured another teacher; hut 
tha t. In the meantime, I would con­ 
tinue the reading and pray ing . Tlie 
directors adjourned and held a con­ 
ference, and then one of tlieir num 
her, a bluff, hearty farmer, came in 
and said: 
‘I’ve been ta lkin’ this m a t­ 
ter over with the other directors, and 
seein’ as how y ou manag ed tliem three 
big fellers of the scIukj I so well, we’ve 
concluded tha t y ou can g o rig ht ahead 
tea chin’, and read and pray If y ou’ve a 
mind U).’ ” 
There were many persons present 
who would have loved to applaud at 
this moment, and would have done so 
with hearty xeal. had it not been for 
the surrounding s. 
A t the nig ht service, portions of 
letters were read from business men 
in Ea st LlvtT|« H)l. and tlie com men ts 
made by the pa.'tur evidently struck 
the key note nf approval in the minds 
business 
men assembled.

speaker earnestly advocated the plan 
of purchasing from home merchants, 
thus

He cited

and stated tha t he had been beaten

He arg ued tha t purchas­ 
ers should trea t business men rig ht, 
and have confidence in them, as the 
larg e majority of business men in this 
city are fair and honorable in their 
dealing s. He spoke In sca thing terms, 
denouncing the man 
who 
professes 
to be a Christian, and who will not 


p a y his debts, or make every effort to 
do so. 
He also stated tha t. If the pur­ 
chaser boug ht an a rticle which proved 
to be damag ed, or otherwise than rep­ 
resented by the merchant from whom 
It was boug ht, the just man should not 
a ttem pt to Injure the merchant until 
he had first taken the g oods back to 
him, told his story , and g iven him an 
ODPortunltv to make matters rig ht.” 
Then the speaker cited an incident 
„ blch occurred to him self In this cltv, 
in the purchase of a pair of unmen 
ttonables, where the merchant ac­ 
knowledg ed the g oods to be Injured, 
made them g'^iod, and was him self 
reimbursed by the wholesale house.
